Except  when  otherwise  stated,  we  offer  gladiolus  bulbs  in  large  size  only;  1%  inches 
or  more  in  diameter.  This  is  the  best  blooming  size,  and  we  recommend  this  size 
for  immediate  results.  Other  sizes,  designated  Medium  indicate  bulbs  ^-inch  to 
1%  inches;  Small,  indicates  bulbs  to  M-inch  in  diameter.  Small  bulbs  seldom 
give  much  more  than  a  very  short  spike  but  produce  large  bulbs  for  the  following 
season. 

Bulblets  seldom  bloom  the  first  year,  and  are  not  guaranteed  to  grow,  as  a  large 
percentage  of  these  "baby”  bulbs  always  fail  to  germinate. 

We  pay  delivery  charges  on  all  bulbs  listed  in  this  catalog  except  where  noted. 
Full  remittance  should  accompany  all  orders.  Currency  sent  by  unregistered  mail  is 
entirely  at  sender’s  risk.  However,  local  orders  (Richmond  city  only)  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  for  C.O.D.  delivery  without  deposit.  Dial  3-0789. 

Orders  aggregating  less  than  $1.00,  or  for  items  of  any  variety  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  number  of  bulbs  shown  by  our  list,  will  not  be  accepted  and  remittance,  if 
any,  will  be  returned. 

Our  low  prices  do  not  permit  any  further  discounts  for  quantity  orders.  Our  stock 
is  band  dug  and  band  cleaned.  Our  bulbs  are  warranted  true  to  name  and  disease- 
free,  and  we  are  in  position  to  furnish  top-size  two-year-old  bulbs  equal  in  quality 
to  any  bulbs  you  can  buy.  If  you  are  not  satisfied,  return  them  at  our  expense  and 
your  money  will  be  refunded  ivitbout  question. 

All  stock  is  offered  and  orders  accepted  subject  to  prior  sale.  We  have  consider¬ 
able  stock  of  most  varieties  offered  but  due  to  large  advance  orders  already  booked, 
we  would  suggest  that  you  order  early  to  avoid  disappointment.  We  do  not  substitute 
without  your  permission  but  would  suggest  that  you  name  one  or  two  second  choices 
or  authorize  us  to  send  double  the  quantity  of  medium  size  bulbs  if  sold  out  of 
large  bulbs  of  varieties  ordered.  Medium  bulbs  usually  produce  almost  as  fine  spikes 
as  large  bulbs  but  seldom  more  than  one  spike  per  bulb,  whereas  large  bulbs  fre¬ 
quently  give  two. 

Our  variety  descriptions  are  a  frank  statement  of  their  performance  in  our  gar¬ 
den  but  we  give  no  warranty,  expressed  or  implied,  of  their  performance  under  con¬ 
ditions  over  which  we  have  no  control. 

Shipment  will  not  be  made  until  all  danger  of  freezing  in  transit  is  over,  about 
April  1.  This  is  sufficiently  early  for  planting  in  this  section.  Shipment  to  southern 
points  will  be  made  earlier  if  requested. 


Bulbs  come  out  of  dirt  and  have  other  troubles  to  contend  with.  Do  not  expect 
all  of  them  to  look  spotlessly  clean.  Frequently  they  develop  bruise  marks  from 
non-moving  contact  with  storage  trays  or  show  occasional  bruises  from  removal  of 
old  bulbs  and  roots  in  cleaning.  Again  some  varieties  become  discolored  in  drying 
in  storage  or  are  stained  from  husks  if  the  season  is  wet  at  digging  time  as  was  the 
case  last  season.  Such  injuries  affect  only  the  appearance  of  the  bulb  and  not  its 
ability  to  perform. 

Our  bulbs  are  all  hand-cleaned  and  inspected  and  are  generally  free  from  deface¬ 
ment  from  any  cause.

We  are  offering  this  season  four  (4)  new  introductions:  BLAZE  and  DIXIE 
BELLE,  originated  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Lins  of  Cologne,  Minnesota;  SOUTHLAND, 
originated  by  Mr.  John  Brauer  of  Vestal,  New  York;  and  YELLOW  JEWEL, 
originated  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Burtner  of  Washington,  D.  C.  Mr.  Brauer  hardly  needs 
an  introduction,  being  the  originator  of  MATO  AKA,  introduced  by  us  in  1938,  and 
a  number  of  other  fine  varieties.  Mr.  Burtner  is  well  known  for  his  DEL  RAY  and 
also  his  MRS.  R.  H.  BURTNER,  a  fine  white  which  we  are  listing  for  the  first  time 
this  year.  Mr.  Lins  is  somewhat  of  a  newcomer  among  the  hybridizers  but  never¬ 
theless  we  predict  that  he  will  soon  have  his  place  in  the  hybridizers’  Hall  of  Eame. 
Mr.  Lins’  first  introduction,  FLARE,  was  introduced  by  us  late  last  season.  Mr.  Lins 
has  some  very  fine  seedlings  coming  on  and  we  now  have  several  of  them  under  trial. 

In  regard  to  the  low  prices  at  which  these  new  varieties  are  introduced,  we  ask 
you  to  believe  that  this  is  not  indicative  of  lack  of  merit.

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BLAZE  (E.  H.  Lins  1 940) 

In  1938  when  we  tried  out  this  red 
Picardy  seedling  No.  3433  LR,  it  was 
the  thrill  of  the  season  in  the  reds.  Ex¬ 
cept  for  color,  it  seems  a  Picardy  and  a 
red  Picardy  just  seemed  too  good  to  be 
true.  The  color  is  a  pure  brilliant  bright 
red  self  with  a  very  brilliant  sheen.  In 
1939  the  Maryland  Gladiolus  Society 
Trial  Grounds  awarded  it  a  Vote  of 
Commendation.  It  opens  four  to  five 
4V2-  to  5-inch  florets,  with  four  to  five 
additional  buds  in  color,  on  a  slender 
straight  spike  with  a  long  flower  head 
of  18  to  20  buds. 

Legion  Trial  Gardens,  Spring  Green, 
Wisconsin,  reports  46"  to  54"  spikes,  22" 
flower  head;  18  buds,  4  open,  3  in  color; 
414"  florets.  Mr.  Lloyd  Downing,  Minne¬ 
sota,  reports  45"  in  height,  18  to  20 
buds;  5  to  7  florets  open,  from  No.  3  and 
No.  4  bulbs.  No.  3  bulbs  in  our  trial  beds 
produced  47"  plants,  21"  flower  head  and 
5"  florets.  No.  1  bulbs  produced  52" 
plant,  22"  flower  head  and  5"  florets.  A 
decorative  and  commercial  variety  but 
if  petted  some,  would  probably  give  a 
good  account  of  itself  on  the  show  table. 

It  has  all  of  Picardy’s  faults;  some 
stubby  spikes,  some  poor  placement, 
particular  lower  florets,  and  has  a 
tendency  to  produce  more  than  one  spike 
from  large  bulbs,  probably  worse  than 
Picardy  in  that  respect.  Some  do  not 
consider  this  a  fault.  Probably  heavier 
propagator  than  Picardy  and  produced 
No.  4  bulbs  from  bulblets  planted  July 
10  for  us  last  season.  No  wholesale  dis¬ 
counts  this  season.

DIXIE  BELLE  (E.  H.  Lins  1940) 

Small  decorative  type  of  brilliant 
orange  color;  throat  lighter,  peppered 
reddish  orange,  somewhat  on  the  order 
of  a  gloxinia.  Exquisite  sheen,  having 
appearance  of  tiny  particles  of  gold  dust 
ground  in  with  the  orange  pigment,  that 
appear  to  shimmer  in  the  sun.  Throat 
marking  not  only  blends  with  rest  of 
flower,  but  seems  to  enhance  its  exqui¬ 
site  beauty.  3  to  SV2  feet  spikes  with 
4  to  5  heavily  ruffled  florets  open  with 
several  partly  open  and  in  color.  Legion 
Trial  Gardens  reports  7  open  and  3  in 
color  with  spike  of  18  buds. 

As  seedling  EHL  No.  1,  Dix;ie  Belle 
was  awarded  a  Vote  of  Commendation 
by  New  England  Gladiolus  Society  for 
1939.  We  understand  it  failed  tp  get  a 
Vote  of  Commendation  from  Maryland 
Gladiolus  Society  Trial  Garden  because 
its  color  faded  a  little.  In  our  test  beds, 
with  rain  each  night  and  95  degree  sun 
all  day,  Dixie  Belle  came  through  per¬ 
fectly  when  most  everything  else  burned 
up  or  faced  florets  all  around  the  spike. 
A  beautiful  flower  like  this  should  not 
be  left  out  in  the  sun  and  wind.  It  has 
everything  to  make  it  perfect  for  home 
decoration  and  should  prove  valuable 
for  fine  floral  work.

Rich  deep  salmon-pink  with  deeper 
throat;  typical  Pfitzer’s  Triumph  strain 
in  size,  form,  and  substance,  opening  six 
to  eight  5V2"  florets  in  perfect  double¬ 
row  placement  on  tall  strong  spikes;  al¬ 
ways  straight.  Strong  .  grower,  heavy 
propagator  and  bulblets  germinate  well 
but  make  only  small  bulbs  the  first  year. 
Two-year  bulbs  are  as  fine  as  we  have 
ever  grown  from  any  variety;  not  usual¬ 
ly  the  case  in  seedlings  from  Pfitzer’s 
Triumph. 

Exhibited  at  Maryland  Show  last 
year  in  competition  with  an  unusually 
fine  seedling  of  Mr.  H.  V.  Wright,  it 
came  out  second,  but  was  much  admired, 
particularly  by  Mr.  Evans,  introducer  of 
Peggy  Lou  and  other  champions.  Mr. 
Wright  told  us  his  seedling  seldom  pro¬ 
duced  spikes  of  this  calibre  but  we  can 
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vouch  for  the  fact  that  Southland  con¬ 
sistently  produces  fine  spikes. 

Used  last  year  as  a  premium  bulb 
(Seedling  No.  335-19),  we  believe  that 
Southland  will  prove  as  fine  and  as 
popular  as  Matoaka  which  we  introduced 
as  a  premium  bulb  in  1938.

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Matoaka  Grown  from  #  5  Bulbs 
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MATO  AKA  (B  rauer-Richglad 
1938) 

(Seedling  of  Red  Lory  x  Diablo) 

Rich  velvety  red,  seventeen  to  eight¬ 
een  4 1/4 -inch  florets,  7  to  8  open  on  20- 
to  24-inch  flowerhead;  always  straight 
with  good  double-row  placement,  bloom¬ 
ing  65  to  70  days.  Very  vigorous  grower 
with  broad  upright  dark  healthy  foliage 
which  stands  out  in  field.  Produces 
many  large  bulblets  (even  from  bulblet 
stock)  which  germinate  very  well.  We 
counted  90  large  bulblets  from  one 
bulb.  Good  spikes  from  No.  4  and  up. 

Unable  to  exactly  match  color  on 
Ridgeway  chart.  Sheen  of  flower  such 
that  color  varies  according  to  angle 
from  which  it  is  viewed.  Color  seems 
nearest  to  deep  amaranth  red  or  bur¬ 
gundy.  Tip  florets  bloom  out  perfectly 
in  water  after  cutting. 

Reports  of  Matoaka’s  good  perform¬ 
ance  continue  to  come  in.  Grown  by 
Mr.  Frank  Lund,  Cotati,  California,  it 
was  winner  of  first,  dark  red  single 
spike,  exhibition  type.  East  Bay  Gladi¬ 
olus  Society  Show,  San  Francisco 
World’s  Fair,  1939.  Legion  Trial  Gar¬ 
dens  again  reports  very  good,  and  Mr. 
A.  J.  Amsler,  writing  in  December, 
1939,  Iowa  Gladiolus  Society  Bulletin, 
praises  it  very  highly.  All  reports 
praise  its  strong  physical  characteristics 
and  we  are  indeed  gratified  that  this 
first  introduction  of  Richglad  Garden 
seems  headed  for  the  top  in  its  class. 

Matoaka  definitely  is  not  a  purple 
gladiolus.  We  estimate  that  it  does  not 
contain  more  than  5%  violet  and  does 
not  get  its  dark  velvety  red  color  from 
a  heavy  infusion  of  violet  coloring.

FLARE  (Lins-Richglad  1939) 

Most  of  our  present-day  gladiolus 
will  produce  stunning  spikes  under  fav¬ 
orable  conditions  but  unfortunately  all 
of  us  do  not  have  these  ideal  growing 
conditions.  The  most  satisfactory  is, 
therefore,  the  one  that  consistently  per¬ 
forms  well  under  average  growing  con¬ 
ditions.  Such  a  variety  is  this  scarlet 
red  Bennett  seedling.  It  has  proved  a 
good  performer  under  conditions  where 
many  reds  fail  and  this  performance  has 
been  verified  in  different  parts  of  the 
country. 

It  opens  5  to  6  very  attractively 
formed  5-  to  5 14 -inch  florets  on  a  tall 
straight  spike.  Plants  average  4  feet  in 
height  with  18  buds  on  flower  head  of 
20"  and  No.  3  bulbs  produce  very  good 
cutters.  It  is  a  fine  bulb  maker  and 
propagator;  does  not  appear  to  be  sus¬ 
ceptible  to  bulb  rot  as  is  its  parent.  Dr. 
Bennett. 

Reports  of  Flare’s  good  performance 
continue  to  come  in  this  season.  An 
Arkansas  grower  reports: 

“The  season  was  bad  for  glads  last 
year,  but  Flare  came  through  with 
flying  colors  on  a  comparative  basis 
and  not  bad  from  any  standard  of 
judgment.” 

Indiana  commercial  grower  reports: 

“Flare  planted  May  14  and  bloomed 
August  10.  Received  a  third  in  color 
class  at  Elkhart  show.  Substance  and 
color  very  good.

A  deep  pink  self  color  with  slightly 
deeper  feather,  opening  five  to  seven 
6"  florets  on  a  tall  well  arranged  spike, 
reminding  one  of  a  pure  pink  Picardy  or 
Peggy  Lou,  being  similar  to  these  in 
characteristics.  Heavy  propagator  and 
growth  from  bulblets  identical  with 
Picardy,  producing  many  large  bulbs 
from  bulblets.  Excellent  spikes  from 
small  bulbs.  Tip  florets  bloom  out  per¬ 
fectly  in  water  when  cut  with  all  florets 
in  tight  bud.  Unusually  bright  color, 
being  particularly  noticeable  in  baskets 
when  displayed  with  other  varieties. 
Legion  Trial  Gardens  reports  excellent 
and  we  have  had  altogether  good  re¬ 
ports  for  the  past  season.

Please  indicate  your 
choice  or  you  may  make  a  separate 
choice  for  each  $3  of  your  order.  Seed¬ 
ling  336-38  is  one  of  the  finest  scarlets 
we  have  ever  grown  and  already  had 
been  named  Dixie  Chief  for  introduction 
this  year.  However,  it  bloomed  during 
a  period  of  heavy  rains  and  came  with 
bad  placement,  so  although  we  had  good 
reports  from  the  few  bulbs  sent  out  for 
test,  we  are  holding  it  for  another  year’s 
trial.  Certainly  a  well  grown  spike  of  it 
is  something  to  marvel  at  and  it.  may 
prove  altogether  worthwhile.

Gladiolus  are  easy  to  grow  and  are  the  most  adaptable  of  all  garden  flowers. 
Nothing  else  of  their  class  cost  so  little  or  bloom  so  readily  in  any  soil  and  every 
climate.  Any  good  garden  soil  is  suitable  although  they  seem  to  prefer  a  light  sandy 
loam.  Heavy  soils  may  be  conditioned  by  the  application  of  ground  limestone,  sand, 
or  well-sifted  coal  ashes.  Ground  limestone  is  especially  desirable  if  the  soil  is  very 
acid,  and  it  is  suggested  that  you  have  your  soil  tested  for  fertility.  Such  tests  usually 
can  be  had  from  your  State  Department  of  Agriculture  without  cost.  Write  to  them. 

The  first  e‘ssential  in  growing  gladiolus  successfully  is  to  secure  clean  well  devel¬ 
oped  bulbs.  High-crowned  bulbs  (of  greater  depth  from  top  to  bottom  than  of 
diameter)  are  generally  considered  best  but  we  doubt  that  this  is  the  best  test.  We 
prefer  plump  smooth  bulbs  which  is  generally  an  indication  that  the  bulb  is  fully 
developed.  However,  bulbs  of  different  varieties  vary  both  in  size  and  shape.  Some 
varieties  never  produce  high-crowned  bulbs  and  others  never  produce  smooth  bulbs. 
Nevertheless,  these  same  ones  constantly  produce  wonderful  bloom.  Our  experi¬ 
ence  indicates  that  quality  of  bloom  is  largely  dependent  upon  growth  of  the  bulb 
after  it  has  bloomed  the  previous  year.  Large  bulbs  seldom  develop  from  stock  that 
does  not  produce  some  bloom,  however  small,  and  if  the  bloom  is  cut,  no  harm 
results.  After  bloom  is  cut,  the  plant  devotes  its  entire  energy  to  the  development 
of  the  new  bulb.  Do  not  dig  your  bulbs  too  quickly  after  they  have  bloomed.  We 
prefer  to  leave  them  at  least  90  days  unless  the  plants  die  before.  Do  not  wait  until 
the  plant  dies  completely.  Dig  just  as  soon  as  it  begins  to  die.  In  late  plantings,  the 
bulbs  continue  to  grow  for  considerable  time  after  the  plants  are  damaged  by  frost. 
However,  it  appears  that  bulb  growth  is  accelerated  in  such  cases  and  they  may  be 
dug  within  a  shorter  time. 

Planting  should  begin  as  soon  as  early  garden-making  will  permit  and  be  followed 
by  successive  plantings  of  about  ten-day  intervals  until  early  July.  Late  plantings 
blooming  September  1  and  after,  usually  produce  finer  bloom  than  those  blooming 
during  the  heat  of  mid-summer.  We  know  of  no  other  flower  of  which  the  blooming 
can  be  controlled  so  easily. 

Bulbs  should  be  planted  four  inches  deep  or  over.  We  prefer  deeper.  If  planted 
in  rows,  bulbs  may  be  spaced  four  to  five  inches  apart  (closer  if  you  desire)  in  rows 
one  to  three  feet  apart,  depending  upon  space  available  and  method  of  cultivation  to 
be  used.  If  planted  in  rows,  it  is  desirable  to  hill  up  with  a  garden  plow  just  before 
bloom  spikes  appear.  This  usually  makes  it  unnecessary  to  stake  plants.  Deep  plant¬ 
ing  is  also  helpful  for  this  purpose. 

Gladiolus  require  sunshine  and  should  not  be  planted  in  shady  places.  They  may 
be  planted  in  beds  in  rows  about  one  foot  apart  with  bulbs  spaced  about  three  inches 
apart  or  in  your  borders  in  separate  groups  among  other  plants  and  flowers.  Do  not 
plant  near  to  trees  or  shrubbery.  If  planted  in  the  borders,  cut  spikes  as  soon  as 
blooms  die  to  avoid  unsightly  appearance. 

Proper  preparation  of  the  ground  is  very  important  and  we  prefer  spading  or 
plowing  the  fall  before,  leaving  the  ground  lay  rough  over  winter.  In  any  event, 
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cultivate  well  and  frequently.  This  will  compensate  for  dry  weather  conditions  to 
some  extent.  Gladiolus  require  considerable  water,  especially  at  blooming  time,  but 
if  you  water,  soak  the  ground  thoroughly.  Otherwise,  it  is  more  harmful  than 
beneficial. 

Commercial  fertilizer  may  be  used  to  advantage.  An  application  of  1,000  to  1,500 
pounds  per  acre  of  3-10-6  or  4-12-4  broadcast  and  disked  in  before  planting  is 
sufficient  for  commercial  plantings.  Any  high  grade  potato  fertilizer  will  do  very 
well.  The  application  recommended  is  equivalent  to  about  one  to  one  and  one-half 
pounds  to  a  bed  four  by  ten  feet.  We  find  Vigoro  excellent  and  it  is  more  readily 
obtainable  in  small  quantities  than  ordinary  commercial  fertilizer.  If  used  at  planting 
time,  four  pounds  (2  quarts)  per  100  square  feet  is  recommended.  If  used  for  top 
dressing,  apply  two  pounds  (1  quart)  per  100  square  feet  or  two  pounds  for  each 
100  feet  of  row,  if  planted  in  rows,  raking  it  into  soil  at  once.  We  have  had  excellent 
results  from  the  application  of  2  pounds  per  100  feet  of  row  just  at  the  time  spikes 
begin  to  show. 

Liquid  fertilizer  or  prepared  sheep  manure  may  be  applied  to  the  soil  near  the 
rows,  care  being  exercised  not  to  make  the  application  too  strong.  Nitrate  of  soda 
(a  tablespoonful  to  two  gallons  of  water  for  each  dozen  plants)  applied  to  soil  near 
the  rows  once  each  week  or  ten  days  after  buds  begin  to  show  color,  is  very  beneficial. 
Or  you  can  sprinkle  the  pulverized  nitrate  of  soda  over  soil,  rake  in  and  water.  We 
prefer  not  to  use  stable  manure  in  any  form. 

Fine  gladiolus  are  grown  in  thousands  of  gardens  each  year  without  special  atten¬ 
tion  of  any  kind.  However,  any  plant  grows  better  if  given  special  culture  and  we 
present  the  foregoing  suggestions  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish  to  grow  finer 
flowers.  The  greatest  thrill  of  gardening  is  to  be  able  to  grow  something  better  than 
the  ordinary. 


INSECT  PESTS  AND  BULB  DISEASES 

Unfortunately  gladiolus  have  their  pests  and  diseases  as  do  all  other  flowers  and 
plants,  although  they  have  about  as  little  trouble  in  this  respect  as  anything  you 
might  grow.  During  the  past  few  years,  some  sections  of  the  country  have  ex¬ 
perienced  considerable  trouble  from  a  minute  black  insect  known  as  thrip  which 
sucks  the  juices  from  the  buds  so  that  the  flowers  do  not  open  properly.  If  you  have 
had  this  trouble,  do  not  be  discouraged,  because  control  of  thrip  is  now  very  definite¬ 
ly  a  matter  of  record. 

We  have  had  no  thrip  whatever  in  our  fields  during  the  past  two  seasons.  Our 
stock  is  grown  in  isolated  plantings  and  by  treatment  with  corrosive  sublimate 
(mercuric  chloride)  at  planting  time,  we  have  been  able  to  eradicate  this  trouble¬ 
some  pest.  This  gives  the  bulb  a  coating  that  wards  off  various  bulb  diseases  and 
fungus  attacks.  Your  glads  may  become  infested  from  neighboring  plantings,  and 
we  recommend  preventative  spraying  to  insure  undamaged  blooms  unless  your  gar¬ 
den  is  well  isolated  from  other  plantings. 

The  recommended  spray  formula  is  as  follows: 

1  tablespoon  Paris  Green 

2  lbs.  brown  sugar 

3  gallons  water. 
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In  order  to  avoid  burning  of  the  foliage,  it  is  recommended  substituting  3  ounces 
acid  lead  arsenate  for  the  Paris  Green  or  two  tablespoons  magnesium  arsenate.  The 
latter  however  is  considered  not  quite  so  effective.  These  sprays  must  be  kept  con¬ 
stantly  agitated  while  spraying.  If  your  bulbs  are  treated  properly  with  corrosive 
sublimate  just  before  planting,  thereby  avoiding  an  early  infestation  of  this  pest, 
it  is  likely  your  blooms  will  mature  before  much  damage  is  done  by  thrip  coming 
from  neighboring  plantings.  However,  spraying  is  worthwhile  to  prevent  damage 
from  other  troublesome  insect  pests. 

The  approved  corrosive  sublimate  treatment  is  as  follows:  Dissolve  1  ounce  of 
the  powder  first  in  small  amount  of  warm  water,  then  pour  into  7  gallons  of  water, 
■preferably  above  60  degrees.  Cold  water  may  render  the  treatment  ineffective. 
The  solution  must  be  used  in  a  non-metal  container,  such  as  a  crock,  wooden  pail, 
or  glass.  We  find  10-gallon  crocks  ideal  for  this  purpose.  Varieties  may  be  kept 
separate  in  cloth  bags ;  old  sugar  bags  will  do  for  small  quantities  or  bags  made  of 
cheesecloth  for  larger  quantities.  In  order  to  keep  varieties  properly  labeled,  we 
simply  write  the  variety  name  on  cardboard  strip  with  weatherproof  pencil  and  put 
it  inside  of  bag  before  tying  the  latter.  Ordinary  lead  pencil  will  do  just  as  well. 
Be  sure  that  bags  are  completely  immersed.  Soak  12  to  17  hours,  preferably  at  night 
before  planting.  Makes  no  difference  if  bulbs  are  planted  wet  or  dry,  but  we  prefer 
planting  as  soon  as  possible  after  bulbs  are  taken  from  solution.  This  solution  is 
safe  to  the  hands,  but  is  a  deadly  poison  and  must  be  used  and  disposed  of  with 
care. 

This  treatment  is  so  inexpensive  and  requires  so  little  effort  that  everyone  should 
use  it,  regardless  of  whether  the  planting  is  a  few  dozen  or  a  few  thousand  bulbs. 

If  your  glads  become  infested  during  the  season,  cut  the  tops  off  at  digging  time 
and  burn  them.  Then  as  soon  as  your  bulbs  are  fairly  well  dried,  treat  them  with 
naphthalene  flakes,  1  ounce  (4  level  tablespoons)  sprinkled  on  each  100  large  bulbs 
or  equivalent  in  bulk  of  smaller  sizes,  in  closed  bottom  containers.  Containers  should 
be  closed  but  not  completely  airtight.  Closed  paper  bags  are  safe  for  a  few  weeks 
if  the  bulbs  are  dry  as  some  moisture  can  escape.  After  four  to  six  weeks,  shake  out 
any  unevaporated  flakes  in  order  to  avoid  damage  to  root  knobs  and  eye  sprouts 
when  they  appear  in  the  spring. 

The  naphthalene  treatment  is  to  avoid  thrip  damage  to  bulbs  in  storage.  Our  ex¬ 
perience  indicates  that  it  is  not  completely  effective  and  bulbs  should  be  treated  with 
corrosive  sublimate  before  planting  regardless  of  the  fact  that  they  were  treated  with 
naphthalene  in  storage. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  inquiries  in  regard  to  corrosive  sublimate  (bichloride 
of  mercury)  treatment  where  same  could  not  be  obtained  in  powdered  form.  In  this 
case  it  is  suggested  that  you  use  1  tablet  from  drug  store  containing  7.3  grains  cor¬ 
rosive  sublimate  to  each  pint  of  water.  Tablets  should  be  thoroughly  dissolved  in 
warm  water. 

During  the  past  season  a  new  spray  has  been  developed  and  tested  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  In  this  spray,  Tartar  Emetic  (Antimony  Potassium  Tar¬ 
trate)  is  used  instead  of  Paris  Green  or  Magnesium  Arsenate.  Tartar  Emetic  is 
soluble  in  water,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  constantly  agitating  the  solution 
while  spraying  and  does  not  injure  the  plants.  The  recommended  formula  for  this 
spray  is  as  follows: 

2  oz.  Tartar  Emetic  1  lb.  brown  sugar  3  gals,  water
